American Federation of Labor officials. The 
CIO has affidavits to prove this. 

Yet Police Chief Davis has ordered go ar- 
rests. District Attorney Buron Fitts remains 
silent. State officials are without voice to 
speak out against these outrages. And the 
U. S. District Attorney regrets he can do 
nothing because it is “out of my province, 
and suggests that the ClO apply to Fitts for 
protection against the “goons. 

This constitutes an obvious conspiracy in- 
volving so-called labor leaders such as Secre- 
tary J. W. Buzzell of the Central Labor 
Council, the law enforcement agencies, and 
the open-shop interests, to subvert the con- 
stitution and laws of the United States and 
the State of California. And this conspiracy 
is violently directed against all workers in 
the exercise of their democratic right, guar- 
anteed by federal law, to choose their own 
collective bargaining agency. 

Every honest citizen, every union member 
who believes in unionism and in democracy, 
every progressive-minded person must raise 
immediate protest against this unholy alliance 
against the principles of democracy, and must 
support the demands of the ClO Industrial 
Council of Los Angeles for: 

i. An investigation by the Los Angeles 

County Grand Jury into the brutal attacks on 
CIO members, in order that those guilty may 
be brought to justice. 
2. An investigation by United States At- 
torney General Homer Cummings into the 
violations and into the refusal of the U. 5. 
District Attorney in Los Angeles to take 
action against the violators.

The 800 Motorcycle Club 
members are deputized and 
recently waged an unsuccessful 
fight to have the city provide 
them with uniforms, clubs and 
other policemen’s equipment. 

The farmers and their sup- 
porters waited outside the hall 
until just before the meeting 
began and then marched in in a 
body. The entire audience was 
attentive while the CIO program 
of cooperation with working 
farmers for the organization of 
agricultural workers was pre- 
sented. 

Orderly Meeting 

Later several provocative ques- 
tions were asked during the 
question period, but the audience 
filed out in an orderly manner 
at the end, when the meeting 
was adjourned.
